On this, the lst day of Februsry, 1954, pursuant to a call for the pur-
pose of transacting the business hereinafter recorded, the City Coumcil of the
City of Austin, Texas, convened in Special Session, abt the regular meeting place
thereof, in the City Hall., 'The meeting was called to order, with Mayor McAden
presiding. The roll wasg called, showing the following: .

Present: Councilmen Long, Pearson, Thompson, White, Mayor McAden

Thereupon, the Council proceeded to canvass the returns of the bond
election held m the 30th day of Januaery, 1954. Upon the completion of the can-
vess, Councilman White offered the following resclution and moved its adoption:

- Power, Weterworks and Sewer Systems; (2) $9,110,000 revenue
bonds for the purpose of extending and improving the Clty's Elec-
tric Light and Power System; (3) $3,200,000 revenue bonds for
the purpose of extending and imppeving the Cibty's Waterworks
System; (%) $1,500,000 revenue bonds for the purpose of extend-
ing and improving the City's Sewer System; and (5) $1,750,000 -
revenue bonds for the purpese of bullding a municipal auditor.
ium; enacting provigions incident and relating to the purpose
and object of this resolution; and declaring an emergency."
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WHEREAS, under and by virtue of an ordinance duly passed and adopted
by the City Council of the City of Austin, Texas, on the 11lth day of January,
1954, an election was held in said City on the fifth Saturday in January, 1954,
the same being the 30th day of January, 1954, on five propositions for the is-
suance of the bonds of said City, in the following amounts and for the following
purposes, to wit: .

REVENUES OF THE CITY'S MUNICIPAL AUDITCRIUM, AND AT THE DISCRETION OF THE CITY
COUNCIL, THE REVENUES OF THE CITY'S MUNICIPAL COLISEUM TO THE PAYMENT THEREOF,
FOR THE PURPOSE OF BUILDING A MUNICIPAL AUDITORIUM, AS SUBMITTED IN PROPOSITION

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BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

That the eforesald election was duly and legally called and notilce thereoﬂ
given in accordance with the laws of the State of Texas, and the ordinance callin
sald election; that 2844 election was held in strict conformity with the Constitud
tion and laws of the State of Texas, and the returns thereof have been properly
made to the officials of the City entitled to receive same; that only resident
qualified property taxpgying voters of said City, who own property therein su‘bjec%
to taxation, and who have duly rendered the same for taxation, were permitted to
vobte at said election; and further, that said election properly represents the ded
sires of those qualifiied to vote as aforesaid.

II.

That the proposition to issue the said $6,190,000 revenue bonds for the -
purpose of paying off, cancelling end refunding a like amount of the existing ine
debbetness of the C:t'hy's cciibined Electric Light and Power, Waterworks and Sewer
System, was sustained by & majority vote of the qualified voters of mid City, voti
ing at said election, who own taxsble property in saild City and who have duly renf
dered the same for taxetion, and that the City Council of said City is authorized
to issue said bonds and to encumber the revenues of the City's combined Electric
Light and Power, Waterworks and Sewer System for the purpose of securing the pay-
ment of the principal of and in‘t:erest on sald bonds at maturity, as preseribed by
law,

That the proposition to issue the said $9,110,000 revenue boids for the
purpose of extending and improving the City's Electric Light and Power Systenm,
was sustained by a majority of the qualified voters of sgld City, voting at said
‘election, who own taxable property in said City and who have duly rendered the
same for taxation, and that the City Council of said City is authorized the igsue
said bonds and to encunber the revenues of the City's combined Electric Light and
Power, Waterworks and Sewer System for the purpose of securing the payment of the
Principal of and interest on said bonds at maturity, as presceribed by law,

Thatthe proposition to issue the sald $3,200,000 revenue bonds for the
purpose of extending and improving the Clty's Waterworks System, was sustained
by a majorlty of the gualified voters of sald City, voting at-said election, who
own taXeble property in sald City and who have duly rendered the same for taxatio
and that the City Couneil of said City is authorized to issue said bonds and to

- encunber the revenues of the City's combined Electric Light and Power, Waterwork
and Sewer System for the purpose of securing the payment of the principel of and
interest on said bonds at maturity, as prescrived by law.

Thet the proposition to issue the said $1,500,000 revenue bonds for the
purpose of extending and improving the City's Bewer System, was sustained by a
majority of the qualified voters of said City, voting at sald election, who
own taxsble property in said City, and who have duly rendered the same for taxa-
tion, and that the City Council of said City is authorized to issue said bonds and
to encunber the revenues of the City's combine Electric Light and Power, Water-
works and Sewer System for the purpose of securing the payment of the principal
of and interést on said bonds at meturity, as prescribed by law.

VI.

Thet the proposition to issue the sald $1,750,000 revenue bonds for the
purpose of building a mumicipal auditorium was gustained by s majority of the
qualified voters of sald City, voting at sald election, who own taxable property
in said City, and who bave duly rendered the same for taxation, and that the City ﬁ

Council of said City is authorized to issue seid bonds, and to encumber the reven
of the City's mmicipal auvditorium, and at its discretion, the revenues of the
City's mmicipal coliseum, for the purpose of securing the pgyment of the princip
of and interest on said bonds gt maturily, as prescribed by law.

The public importance of this measure and the fact that it is to the best
interest of the City to canvass the returns and declare the result of the afore-
s8ld bond election at the eariiest possible date for the immediste preservation
of ‘the public pemace, property, health and safety of the citizens of the City of
Austin, Texas, constitutes an emergency and an imperative public necessity that
this Regsolution shall take effect andte in full force immediately upon its paasagél,
all Charter rules governing the effective date of any ordinance or resolution ate
hereby suspended and this Resolution shall take effect and e in force from and af-
ter its :l.’:l.nal passage, and It is so resolved,

. The motion wes seconded by CouncilmanThempson, and the motion, carrying
with it the adoption of the resolution, prevailed by the following voté:

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Councilman Thompson suggested that at any time during the tenxﬁ'e of this
Council that it becomes necessary to sbandon anly of these plans and new plans
be adopted, that those changes come before the Council well inedvance in starting
work on them.,

Councilman Pearson suggested that there shmld be an understanding by all
‘the people that in the early part of 1955, it would be necessary to have a school

bond and street bond election, and he would like for the study to be made and tha*q
the Council be kept informed se that it could keep the people informed all along.

The Council adjourned at 12:00 ofclock noon.
